LEPER ESCAPES . 
FROM HOSPITAL 


Victim Is Recaptured on 


Oakland Car 


REDWOOD CITY, July 8— 


Carl Auerswald, a discharged 
employe, poisoned live stock, cut 
the water supply and set fire to 
the house, barn and garage on 
the estate of C. E. Cumberson, 
a capitalist, a mile south of here 
early today. When a crwd^cf 
neighbors arrived to aid the 
helpless fire department, Auer- 
swald, who had hidden in a 
chicken house, emerged and 
fired three .shots at Cumberson 
as he stood directing futile ef- 
forts to save the buildings. Two 
of the shots took effect. 


Auerswald -was overpowered 


and taken in an automobile to 
the Eedwood Crty jail. As he 
was helped from the car he col- 
lapsed and fell to the ground 
dead. 


One bullet struck Mr. Cumberson 


on the left side, causing- a. flesh 
wound. 
The second bullet entered 


the left shoulder from behind. The 
wounds are not serious, physicians 
said. 
Auerswald. as he rose in the car 
near the Jail, half a minute before 
he died, exclaimed, the police said: 
"I am glad I shot him because he 
ruined my family." 


Auerswald's wife died some time 


ac'o fit th** fnmberst?ri iioiae, where 
she also was employed. 
Auerswald 


brooded over her death. It was said, 
and later wrote two letters to Frank- 
lin Swart, district atorney of San JTa- 
teo count:-', concerning the matter, i 
Employes of the district attorney's j 
office said today the letters were | 
those of an unbalanced person. 


It has not been determined what! 


caused Auerswald's death. Physicians 
said there was no outward evidence 
of poisoning. They suggested heart 
trouble might have followed the ex- 
sitement. 


\ccording to the evidence gath- 


ered by the police. Auerswald 
reached the 
Combo-son estate 


soon after midnight. Three dogs 
and a horse -were found dead 
from poison today. Several cowg 
apprarcd to have been poisoned. 
Straw was dragged from the barn 
np-I piled around the three build- 
fas* and on the porches of the 
hii'ise. Gasoline was poured over 
it. 
Trip water was drained from the 


reservoir tank and the spark plug- 
taker from the gasoline engine to 
prevent replenishing the supply. Fire 
was set to the straw and the three 
buildings blazed. 
Flames shot into 


the air and were seen for several 
miles. 
Mr. and Mrs, Cumberson, the only 


occupants of the house last night, 
wer<» aroused and ran outdoors half- 
clot:<ed. 
Cumberson telephoned to 


the Ttedwod City fire department, and 
with the aid of rapidly gathering 
nelpribors began work to «VA the 
buildings.

SUBMARINE SINKS CRUISER
